Lack of Religion 
In Modern World 


Christian Church 
Finds Salvation 
In Occupied Europe 





The Reverend Angus Demille 
Cameron addressed the People's 
Forum last night on the topic “The 
Status of Religion in Modern So- 
cicty.” Rev, Cameron said religion 
is a sense of devotion to values that 
are supremely worthful to human 
living-and that Christianity has-de- 
cayed in the Western World in the 
last half century. 


This failure has been attributed 
to many influences but chief cause 
lays in the failure of capitalism and 
the conservatism of the Church 
which prevents it from aiding new 
views.

Impressionism 

In dealing with Impressionism 
in literature, our investigation 
will be facilitated if we also 
consider the philosophical cur- 
rent which both accompanies 
and explains the development 
of that movement. For I be- 
lieve that in the ideas of 
Nietzsche and the Immoralist 
school we can find the philo- 
sophical basis of Impression- 
ism. 

(To avoid misunderstanding, I 
will repeat a definition stated 
in the first article of this se- 
ries. IMPRESSIONISM is an 
approach which is less inter- 
ested in outline, architecture, 
organization, and structure than 
in the working out of detail. 
This detail is usually abstract 
and subjective, with a psychol- 
ogical emphasis, and may tend 
towards a generalized effect, or 
simply be sinuously consecu- 
tive.) 

The Nietzschean and Immor- 
alist philosophy is an exaggera- 
tion of Romantic Individualism 
into a full rejection of ethical 
responsibility in favor of per- 
sonal expediency and opportun- 
ism. It is the destruction of the 
idealist pattern for “beautiful 
living” and it upholds the an- 
archic doctrine of “the devil 
take the hindmost”; among its 
exponents we may include 
names from Machiavelli down 
to Adam Smith; but in more re- 
cent times its fuller develop- 
ment has been carried out by 
many of the Transcendentalists, 
by Nietzsche, Wagner, Andre 
Gide, Hitler, and many others. 

There is definitely a parallel 
between these literary philoso- 
phers’ ideas and the lines which 
modern art has followed. The 
rejection of the whole concept 
of a moral forming and pattern- 
ing of life, the extension of in- 
dividualism to anarchic indiy- 
idual fulfilment which reckons 
without one's fellow-men, is the 
philosophical background of the 
amorphousness of Impression- 
ism and of the Epressionistic

vagaries of the Ultra-moderns. 
Now, having glanced at the 


philosophical (and practical) 
form of the subject which we 
are examining, we may pass on 
to an examination of Impres- 
sionism in literature proper. 
In the first place, the expres- 
sion of pure form and color is 
impossible in the literary me- 
dium—which accounts for the 
failure of Gertrude Stein's at- 
tempt to carry across this ap- 
proach into literature from the 
plastic arts, in which it is com- — 
paratively viable, or from mu- 
sic, in which it is vital. None- 
theless, architecture is a lite- 
rary essential, and by the de- 
ficlency of this ingredient we 
may measure the spread of Im- . 
pressionism in modern litera- 
ture. And certainly it has 
spread far and wide, Let us for 
the moment omit secondary 
writers, and those schools, Da- 
daist, or Expressionist, which 
are avowedly in the post-Im- 
pressionist tradition. Proust, 
Hamsun, and Mann may be 
considered three of the great- 
est contemporary fiction-writ- 
ers, and not one of them has en- 
tirely escaped the taint of Im- 
pressionism, About Proust there 
is no question at all. Hamsun's 
pecullarly individual style {is 
also at home in the expression 
of ironic and subtle meander- 
ing observation, so perfectly 
sulted to the hero of the “Aug- 
ust” serjes, (And speaking of 
series of books, the whole con- 
cept of the “roman fleuve" js 
essentially Impressionistic.) But 
the effect of meandering is due 
to Hamsun's tone, rather than 
the structure of his books; it js 
the Jack of solidly bassed 
chords which gives his work a 
tinge of Impressionism, Thomas 
Mann, on the other hand, is a 
past master of structure, both 
in style and in architecture, 
Nonetheless, in recent years, 
Strongly influenced by Ham- 
sun, in books such as the 
“Joseph” trilogy or “Lotte in

Today, when the world is becom- 
ing more music conscious than 
ever, when we are having more 
Symphonic conductors, more and 
better violinists and planists, the 
demands on the human voice are 
Browing greater, Not only in the 
tield'of everyday speech and poli- 
tics, but in the ever-increasing 
spheres of Screen, Stage, Radio, 
Song and the Opera, the best hu- 
man voices are constantly being 
sought. 

Regardless of what instrumental- 
ists may claim, the human voice 
has, and always will be, the great- 
est form of self-expression known 
to mankind from the days of 
primeval living to this advanced 
day, And be assured that the well 
developed human voice (of which 
is capable of 
tones infinitely more beautiful than 
that of any instrument; and what 
it lacks in range, it atones for in 
wealth of feeling and colour. 

Since the voice is so important 
today, what are the essentials of a 
fine voice? : À voice, whether

must have a vibrato. In all great 
singers a real vibrato is present. 
But it must be developed naturally. 
Any attempt to form it by artificial 
means is likely to produce the an- 
noying tremolo or ‘wobbling’ of the 
voice that is not regular but vari- 
able, In the vibrato, the voice vi- 
brates regularly and this continues 
as long as the singer vocalises, in- 
creasing in amplitude on fortissimos 
and reduced on pianissimos, but 
nevertheless always present, except 
when producing a note of despair, 
when the voice may be ‘dead’, 

If you want to hear some well 
developed vibratos, today Science 
has preserved the voices of the 
tenors Enrico Caruso and Juss! 
Bjoerling, the soprano Dorothy 
Maynor, the contralto Marian An- 
derson and the bass Ezio Pinza. 
Listen to them carefully, and you 
will understand what a true ‘vibra- 
to' is,

Weimar” Mann’s style has be- 
come heavy and sinuous, and 
lacks the diamond-cut shaping 
of word, phrase, and chapter 
which characterized his earlier 
work, 4 
However, a fourth great fiction 
writer of our time, James Joyce, 
constitutes an exception to prevail- 
ing tendency. Whatever his faults, 
Joyce can never be accused of form- 
lessness. “Ulysses” has an elabor- 
ate structure, One may point to an 
inherent contradiction in the at- 
tempt to-.symbolize concrete ob- 
jects by human experience, instead 
of symbolizing human concepts 
through concrete materials. One 
may even say that this contradic- 
tion renders the whole basis of 
“Ulysses” synthetic, and that con- 
sequently all the interwoven detail, 
fitting so perfectly into the struc- 
ture, may claim value again only on 
its own merits, and not the sym- 
bolic Jevel. And yet even after that 
stratum has been discarded, there js 
sufficient unity and vigor in the 
non-symbolic stratum of style and 
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Structure to preclude comparison 
with Impressionist works. 


In the art of poetry, which we 
have not the space to discuss more 
fully, a similar influence of Im- 
pressionism and post-Impressionism 
obtains as in the other arts, with 
men like Rilke, Tagore, and others.

Shows Youthful Work — 


Audrey Taylor, Instructor, 
To Speak There Thursday 


By MARGARET WILLIAMSON 

An exhibition of children's work, arranged in cooperation with the 
educational department of the Art Gallery of Montreal, opened on 
Friday for a two-week stay in McGill's Royal Victoria College. There 
are four murals and 40-odd paintings and constructions, done by chil- 
dren of from three to 14 years of age, and they cover not only the 
walls of the common-room, but those of the men’s reception-room and 
part of the main hall as well. 

Among the contributions are three abstract constructions built by 
12-year-olds out of wood, string, paper, and straws. Actually these are 
the Impressions the children received when Dr, David A. Keys of the 
Department of Physics carried out numerous experiments for them on 
electricity, sound, light, and cathode rays. Most of these experiments 
are part of the Physics 1 course, and jt is exceedingly interesting to see 
just how children are affected who know nothing of the physics of 
these phenomena. 

Then there are two murals of cities by children’ of nine and 10, one 

done at the Art Gallery of Toronto, the other here in Montreal. Both 
have used coloured paper and paint as their media, and the results 
convey powerful impressions of a large city with its confusion of 
buildings and people, its myriads of colours, and the jumble of its 
design and form. The children who are drawn walking on the city 
streets are Jarger than the buildings themselves; this is characteristic of 
children and of primitive peoples. To them, human beings are far 
more important than the places they live and work in—it Is from people, 
not from buildings, that they receive love and attention and response. 
The only way they know in which to show relative importance is by 
the contrast of difference in size. Similarly, children hardly hesitate 
o do away with an entire wall of a house, if what is going on inside 
s to them more important. The actual process of drawing is to them 
secondary to the idea they wish to convey or the emotion they wish 
D express. 
One mural is a contour map of the land surrounding a dam. Painted 
in bright yellow, red, white, and black by girls of 12, it is every bit as 
striking as a great many modern paintings. Later, a model of this dam 
and the surrounding terrain was constructed from blocks of wood, old 
ags soaked in plaster of Paris, sawdust, and cardboard, Unfortunately, 
s was too cumbersome to transport from the Art Gallery. 

Another mural, drawn by children of 11 in coloured chalks on a 
lack background and dealing with prehistoric life, is every bit as 
antastic and colourful as a Disney drawing. It is probably because 
he Disney artists remain young in heart that they are able’ to create 
e imaginative masterpieces that they do; perhaps indeed they find 
spiration in the emotional and unrestrained paintings of children 
hemselves. 

The Paintings by individuals are of a great variety of subjects, in- 
luding impressions of an expedition to the basement of the Engineer- 
g Building, war scenes, portraits by three-year-olds, and “just 
pictures’, 

At 5:15 pm. on Thursday of this week, Audrey Taylor, Chief In- 
ructor of the children’s classes at the Art Gallery of Montreal, and 
rmer Director of the Children’s Art Centre in Toronto, will discuss 
her experiences in teaching children, together with her observations on 
the importance of creative expression in the life of a child. 

The exhibition will be open to the staff and the students at any 
time during the day until Dec, 17; other visitors will be welcome on 
saturdays from 1:30 to 6:30 p.m, 




































































you proceed, make each tone fuller, 
richer, more resonant and the re- 
sults will be worth the waiting. 

And do not be deceived! The 
human voice, with adequate 
strenghtening, is capable of infinite 
development. That means that well 
developed voices can emit tones 
comparable to, say, those of Enrico 
Caruso, nay surpassing his! Never- 
theless training given to that dis- 
tinguished singer cannot be applied 
to you... or you, He had power- 
ful tongue muscles to start with. 
You probably have weak or average 
muscles, Then be content for the 
while to build on what you have, 
not destroy what Nature has 
favoured you with. 


As to choice of vocal teachers— 
that is a matter of fate. If you were 
to fall into the hands of a master 
who knows the vocal mechanism 
well, he will lead you intelligently. 
But beware of the quacks who 
drive your voices or make you de- 
press your tongue or perform other 
such unnatural action as you sing. 
Singing is but speaking with great- 
er tensing powers brought into 
play. If you become hoarse when 
Singing or you constrict your 
throat, you can be sure you are 
singing incorrectly,

vanced people, We owe it to our-

How are the above attributes to 
be developed in the human voice? 
The answer lies in the choice of 
the sensible guider — the intelligent 
vocal teacher, 
often wont to drive the voice be- 
yond its present limitation. How 
can a weak voice endure the treat- 
ment meted out to a strong voice? 
It {s only necessary to look around 
and see the ruined voices of poten- 
tial singers, to see that vocal train- 
ing, today, lacks true scientific con- 
eption.

For with a dis- 
agreeable voice is coupled a dis- 
agreeable impression. And much of 
the common colds and laryngitis so 
prevalent.today are due to infection 
in badly used vocal cords. 


If you have a strong natural 
volce, have It trained intelligently. 
Notice if you are gaining added 
power, and range, Is the quality 
better and the vibrato too? If all 
this is so, you are improving. Do 
not merely be:content to hear your 
vocal master say you are improv- 
ing. Be sure you are! 

One of the greatest ‘crimes in 
the vocal development of an indi- 
vidual is an attempt to type his or 
her voice, This leads to the young 
singer affecting the inflections of 
voice and the peculiar lip positions 
adopted by famous artists, in an 
attempt at affectation. Any attempt 
to imitate is but a poor, silly at- 


tempt, and certainly in bad taste. 
How often has an innocent state- 
ment as “Why, my dear, you re- 
mind me of Galli-Curci” or “You 
sound like Challapin” been the 
ruin of a good voice, How far this 
is a tribute . . , is questionable, 
since the individuals who utter it 


are probably wholly incapable of 


judging a voice, Be yourself! By 
being yourself you will have great- 
er success, Then you will be on 
the way to having a really fine 
voice. For what more glorious ac- 
quisition is there in this world! 

Some of the greatest musical 
genluses—Mozart, Beethoven, Schu- 
bert—have paid tribute to the most 
inspiring of all instruments in their 
glorious works for voice.

dents. On the same day the Swed- 
ish Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
lodged a strong protest at the Ger- 
man Legation at Stockholm, saying 
that the German action might im- 
pair future Swedish-German rela- 
tions If it was not stopped. 

Members of the Swedish Parlia- 
ment in both chambers have de- 
manded that the Swedish Govern- 
ment should do everything possible 
to prevent deportation. of Norwe- 
gian students to Germany. 


The German action against the 
Norwegian students has been re- 
seived with great agitation in Den- 
mark, where numerous students at 
the University at Copenhagen de- 
clared a strike yesterday as a pro- 
test against the German violations. 
It is understood from a message 
from Stockholm that a secret pro- 
test meeting was held with a great 
attendance from the students and 
professors. A resolution was passed 
and handed over to the German 
representative, Werner Best. 

Even ,in Finland the German 
measures have caused a strong re- 
action. Professors at Helsinki Uni- 
versity have given a strong declara- 





tion in favor of the Norwegian stu- ribbons? 


dents condemning the German ac- 
tion, and a Helsinki paper writes: 
“Memorles of reprisals taken in the 
same field under earlier phases in 
other countries, are fading in com- 
parison with these In Oslo,” 

A new batch of Norwegian pris- 
oners was sent yesterday from Gri- 
ni concentration camp in Norway 
to Germany. 

In connection with the arrests 
of Norweglan students in Oslo a 
spokesman of the Norwegian Gov- 
ernment in London told Reuter's 
diplomatic correspondent that the 
Norwegian Government was most 
grateful for the sympathy expres- 
sed by the whole of the Swedish 
people and especially by the Swed- 
ish academic and intellectual cir- 
cles, All Norwegians, both at home 
and abroad, will feel’a warm ap- 
preciation for the attitude of the 
Swedish Government and the Ini- 
tlative it has taken in this matter.

McGill University professors who 
during the past months have aided 
the development of the new super- 
explosive, R.D.X. recelved public 
acclaim in an article by F, F,' 
French published in a recent issue 
of Canadian Business. This release 
gives full particulars concerning 
the part our staff members have 
played in creating a- deadly weap- 
on for the furtherance of the Allied 
cause, 

Mr. French tells how J. R. Don- 
ald, Director General, Chemicals 
and Explosives Production Branch, 
Department of Munitions and Sup- 
ply, called on Dr. James A. Ross, 
former McGill staff member, to 
take charge of the development of 
a much-needed super-explosive, Dr, 
Ross returned from England and, 
after having solicited the help of 
Dr. R. W. Schiessler and Dr. R, :

Bill Allen scored the other 
McGill point, shooting the puck 
into the net early in the second pe- 
riod, Two markers by Henry Roy 
and one by starry Hermie Gruhn 
coupled with Hunter's three tallies 
completed the Air Force total. The 
Airmen led throughout the tussle, 
but the Redmen kept fighting, and 
held the initiative during most of 
the third period. 

An enjoyable feature was the play-

Mike Little attended 
McGill during one session, and then 
left to enlist in the Navy, 

Brian Little began his football 
career at Upper Canada College, 
where he played for two years. He 
also played hockey with a Junior 
“B" team in the Ontario Hockey 
Association, At McGill, Brian 
played both football and hockey 
this year and last year, and took 
part in boxing as a minor activity. 


| This season he was-captain of the 


McGill Q.R.F.U. rugby entry, and 


was the sparkplug of the line. His 
fighting spirit and driving play 
were noticeable at- all times. In 
hockey he was a powerful and ef- 
fective defenceman, and showed 
promise of developing into a real 
star. Brian did not return to college 
until the third week in October 
this year, as he was with the Mer- 
chant Marine all summer, but he 
showed up just in time to lead the 
Red ‘forward wall, which was al- 
ways a threat, Most of tho credit 
for the fine playing of the McGill 
linemen this year can be attributed 
to Brian Little. 

Little was not only a great 
athlete, but a fine student as well. 
He won a $600 scholarship to Upper 
Canada College, and held it for 
three years. His two brothers also 
won scholarships to Upper Canada 
College. He was enrolled in the 
third year of the pre-medical course 
when he left McGill,
